vation design is dependent on plan- 
ning for a high school addition. 
This will relieve present over- 
crowding there and create the 
possibility of a 9-12 high school. 

‘(Doherty and Shawsheen schools 
badly need renovations now. But 
I cannot recommend a renovations 
project, which they probably will 
have to live with for the next 40 
years, unless I recommend this 
change. There will have to be 
some crowding, redistricting or 
portable classes, until the high 
school addition is built. When 
that is done, the junior highs could 
become middle schools for grades 
5, 6, 7 and 8. This in turn will 
relieve all the elementary schools. 


Seifert explained that Shawsheen 
school, for example, could be de- 
signed well for a K-4 enrollment 
of 300-325 pupils. Shawsheen 
presently has 325 pupils. 

How can the East and West 
Junior Highs contain four middle 
classes a few years from now, 
when they are full now, with the 
three junior high grades? 

Seifert said that the population 
bulge will have passed the middle 
school grades in the several years 
it will take to get a high school 
addition up. The buildings would 
be able to house the middle school 
population presently projected for 
four or five years from now, 
according to Seifert. 

Further flexibility is gained, 
Seifert pointed out, by having the 
fifth grade a swing year. Should 
the elementary school population 
decrease more than planners now 


expect, the fifth grade could go 
back into the elementary build- 
ings, leaving more space for the 
exploratory-type programs of the 
middle schools. 

The educational specifications 
discussion tonight was called in 
order to have plans for the pro- 
posed renovations as complete as 
possible before town meeting. At 
this point, the project does not 
have Finance Committee approval, 
on the grounds of ‘‘not enough 
planning.” The school committee 
will ask town meeting, in Article 
47, for preliminary plans and 
working drawings for the joint 
renovations project for Doherty 
and Shawsheen schools. 

The committee’s stated aim 
is to bring the town’s two oldest 
elementary schools up to physical 
and educational standards to fit the 
educational programs already 
operating in the elementary 
schools, andto meet state approval 
to gain 65 percent reimbursement 
of the funding and interest. 

If town meeting approves Arti- 
cle 47, the school committee aim 
is to come to the March 1973 
town meeting with the architect’s 
working drawings and final bids in 
hand, to ask for the actual renova- 
tion funds. These are estimated 
at $600,000 plus costs of necessary 
new equipment for the two 
elementary schools. 

Dr. Seifert, meeting with the 
selectmen Monday night, explained 
that both the Shawsheen and 
Doherty schools are not adapable 
to the individualized programs now 
being carried out in the schools. 

The Shawsheen is also in need 
of attention in such areas as plumb- 
ing and electrical work.

At Doherty school, some pro- 
grams have to be conducted in 
the hallways, the superintendent 
noted, 

Seeking funds for the renova- 
tions at this time for both schools 
will allow the town to be eligible 
for the 65 percent aid from the 
state, including interest costs. 
These figures could be adjusted, 
depending on the state of the 
economy later in the year, Dr. 
Seifert pointed out. 

As for the Finance Committee 
approval of only $15,000 to 
$20,000 Dr. Seifert said it is 
proposed that the school depart- 
ment go through a three-step plan | 
in presenting the matter to town 
meeting, preliminary plans, then 
working drawings and finally the 
plans. 

The school department wants 
to accelerate the plans to meet 
the needs, as well as the state 
reimbursements as -now set up, 
Dr. Seifert said. 

The school administrator said 
that the plans would be presented 
for final approval probably at the 
March, 1973 town meeting. Total 
cost of the renovation for the two 
schools is estimated to be 
$600,000.

‘Are we going to base our 
achievement on the scores of 
the Stanford Achievement 
Tests, or are we going to evalu- 
ate ourselves on how well we 
prepared students to meet the 
challenges facing them?’’ 

Lane feels that such an 
evaluation can possibly come 
from the Climate For Learning 
committee which has _ been 
active this past year in study- 
ing and assisting the school 
department,- and is in the 
process of feeling the com- 
munity’s educational pulse. 

The committee, Lane notes, 
is composed of a good cross- 
section of the community, in- 
cluding students, who canassist 
in setting up objectives for the 
70’s and 80’s. 

In his campaign, Lane noted 
the need for communication to 
aid in the implementation of the 
Andover Master Plan for educa- 
tion for the 70’s as adopted 
late in 1969. 

Toward improvement of 
communications, the new schoo! 
committeeman proposes 4 
speakers bureau as well as the 
assignment of school committee 
members to PTA organizations 
with reports due colleagues 
regularly and frequently.

A most inovating sculpture 
exhibit by Cabot Lyford, Head of 
Phillips Exeter Academy’s Art 
Department, is currently on 
display at the Addison Gallery of 
American Art, Phillips Academy, 
Andover.

the present operation by October. 

Local officials are hopeful of 
obtaining an extension through ef- 
forts to remedy the present site, 
while preparing to acquire another 
site.

Passover 
Observance 


To Begin 


The major Jewish holiday of 
Passover, commemorating the 
Exodus of the Israelites as Hebrew 
slaves from Egypt, will be ob- 
served by Jews all over the world 
beginning at sundown, Wednesday, 
March 29. 

The holiday is observed for 
seven days in Israel and by Liber- 
al Jews and for eight days by 
Orthodox and most Conservative 
Jews. During the first evening, 
families unfold the story of the 
Exodus at the Seder, a home 
worship service which includes a 
festive ritual meal. The word 
‘“‘seder’? means ‘‘order.” Most 
Reform Jews following Biblical 
instruction and Israel tradition, 
celebrate the Seder for only one 
evening. Orthodox and Conserva- 
tive Jews, living in lands other 
than Israel, however, also hold a 
Seder on the second night. Some- 
times this ritual is conducted on 
the second evening by all three 
branches of Judaism in temple. 

Moses serves as the central 
figure in the Passover story found 
in the Biblical Book of Exodus. 
The narrative tells of the time 
when the Israelites fled from the 
enslavement in Egypt under the 
tyrannical Pharaoh. The Hebrews 
were forced to endure bitter hard- 
ships at the hands of their op- 
pressors, building pyramids and 
other monuments out of mortar 
and stone. Then, after a series 
of ten plaques, the Egyptian ruler 
bade Moses to take his people into 
the desert.

The retelling of the Exodus from 
Egypt, so central to the observance 
of the great Jewish festival of 
Passover, is more, much more, 
than an account of physical 
freedom. It is the account where- 
by the Jew continuously reaffirms 
his belief that God is not indif- 
ferent or insensitive to His world 
and His people. The message 
of Passover is the message that 
God operates in and through his- 
tory. It is essentially a message 
of hope. What happens to us in 
this world is not a cycle of events 
ending in a cypher. Man is not 
an expendable: cog in a cosmic 
machine. Man is a meaningful, 
sacred entity. 

Just as there is purpose, plan, 
and order in our physical evolu- 
tion, so too is there a purpose and 
plan to our mental and moral evolu- 
tion.

Increases 


A $5.8 million increase in the 
state’s cash balance in February 
over January was reported today 
by State Treasurer Robert Q. 
Crane in his latest monthly fi- 
nancial report. 

Treasurer Crane listed the Feb- 
ruary cash balance as $44.1 mil- 
lion as compared with January’s 
cash balance of $38.3 million, He 
states that the increase resulted 
from a similar increase in Feb- 
ruary receipts over disburse- 
ments. 

Total receipts for February, he 
added, amounted to $313.3 million 
while disbursements for the month 
were $307.4 million. 

The State Treasurer also re- 
ported that the Commonwealth’s 
bonded indebtedness continues to 
be over the one billion dollar mark 
at $1,372,090,000 as of March 1 
as compared with $1,082,633, 000. 
for March 1 of 1971.

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Beacon Hill Observations

“Our leaders are no longer 
believed,’? says Jack Anderson, 
‘“caven when they are telling the 
truth.” 

So the world’s most widely-read 
newsman urges press and public 
to disregard official security 
labels, short-circuit what he 
terms a power lust stronger than 
money and -- in general -- ‘‘don’t 
let the government get away with 
lying to you.” . 

In past months, Mr. Anderson’s 
column (carried daily in more 
than 700 newspapers) has made him 
a public figure in his own right. 

Three months ago, he was in 
the spotlight with his disclosures 
about secret U.S. moves to help 
Pakistan fight India. And he’s 
followed this up with charges that 
the Justice Department and the 
International Telephone and Tele- 
graph Corp. have been in collu- 
sion. 

Mr. Anderson, first as the late 
Drew Pearson’s assistant and now 
on his own, has for decades been 
the scourge of government 
officials. He unearthed evidence 
that the late Connecticut Senator 
Thomas Dodd misused campaign 
contributions. He helped gather 
the information which led to the 
Kefauver Senate subcommittee 
crime probes. 

Rut he departs from the stan- 
dard muckraker’s role as he de- 
clares that most high-ranking men 
in Washington want to do the right 
thing. Their failing? The colum- 
nist says ‘‘they don’t trust the 
people.’’ 

‘Lyndon Johnson thought he 
knew best about Vietnam,” Mr. 
Anderson notes, ‘‘but he was 
wrong. Maybe if we had known 
the real facts about the Tonkin 
Gulf incidents seven years ago, 
WE would have been right. Maybe 
we would have stopped Lyndon 
Johnson. You can’t rewrite 
history, bt perhaps... " 


Why Do They Lie 


Why do officials lie? 

Mr. Anderson says it’s because 
of ‘‘arrogance and contempt for 
the people. We’re more civilized 
than a dictatorship, but in Wash- 
ington the stakes are high. Men 
will do for power what they’ll 
never do for money. Men must 
control the flow of information 
to the people.’’ 

His remarks came during a 
brief New England visit between 
Senate investigations of his allega- 
tions about ITT and the Justice 
Dept. 

There’s no formal censorship 
in America, Mr. Anderson admits, 
but he sees security classification 
as virtually the same thing: ‘‘cen- 
sorship at the source.”’ 

“The security system is aimed 
at managing the news,’ he says 
flatly, ‘95 to 98 percent of all 
classified documents are designed 
to keep men in office.”’ 

The only difference he can see 
between Daniel Ellsberg, charged 
with revealing Vietnam secrets, 
and Lyndon Johnson is that while 
the former will ‘‘go to jail if the 
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‘Kirtz. 


government can put him there,” 
the latter has pocketed $1.2 mil- 
lion for ‘‘de-classifying’’ the 
same data in his book The Vantage 
Point. 

Classification or no classifica- 
tion, Mr. Anderson seems to get 
the facts. He says three sources 
confirmed the gist of a hush- 
hush Presidential briefing to 
Congressional leaders, and that 
he learned (I can’t say how’’) 
of Chinese Preparations to counter 
Soviet moves in the Indian-Pakis- 
tan conflict. 

And, in his most current spec- 
tacular, he waves around what he 
says is the original of a memo- 
randum which ITT lobbyist Dita 
Beard wrote a high company offi- 
cial -- the memorandum which 
triggered his accusation that ITT 
offered to donate $400 thousand to 
this year’s Republican national 
convention in return for a favor- 
able settlement of an anti-trust 
case against the company. 


‘Good Sources’ 


Citing ‘‘good sources” in ITT 
he’s anticipated the company’s ef- 
forts to try to discredit the lobby- 
ist. 

Told that Miss Beard’s doctor 
has testified that she had been 
irrational at times since 1966, 
he chuckles and notes that ITT 
had employed her all that time: 
‘‘Maybe that explains their ac- 
tions a little better.’’ 

Growing serious, and speaking 
with near-religious fervor, the 
columnist vows ‘‘there’s no way 
ITT can get out of this.”’ 

‘“‘There are some things they 
cannot change, such as_ this 
memo,’”? he says. ‘And two 
things did happen. The ITT case 
was settled, and ITT sent the 
Republicans $100 thousand as a 
down payment on the whole $400 
thousand.”’ 

Mr. Anderson charges Richard 
Kleindienst, whose smooth path to 
confirmation as Attorney General 
John Mitchell’s successor has been 
blocked by the columnist’s accusa- 
tions, with ‘‘dancing a semantic 
tango”” around reports that he’d 
helped ITT settle its anti-trust 
differences with the government. 

Mr. Anderson believes ‘‘democ- 
racy’s true strength lies in the 
free flow of information. The 
Communists are bigger liars; they 
don’t have a free press to contra- 
dict them. It would be a grave, 
gross error for us to stoop to 
that level. The people ought not 
to tolerate it -- we should be told 
the truth.”’ 

And his own role in helping 
give the people the facts has led 
Boston Globe editor Thomas Win- 
ship to call Mr. Anderson today’s 
most important ‘‘literary, 
political and world” figure. 

“Some stuffy editors haven’t 
considered him a bona fide 
newsman,’’ says Mr. Winship. «So 
he hasn’t won a Pulitzer Prize. 
Well, it’s about time that 90 per- 
cent of them started taking lessons 
from him.”’

According to the 100-year-old 
Scientific American, ‘‘The habits 
of the present generation are such 
as to give rise to more refuse 
matter and poisonous products than 
those of previous ages. The fuel 
we use, the articles we manufac- 
ture, and the waste of sewage 
combine to create more impurities 
than were known to our forefathers 
and if it were not for the fact that 
science has given us remedies 
nearly in proportion to the in- 
creased evil, our population would 
diminish under the high-pressure 
system which at present prevails.

Voters of Andover should hardly need a formal invita-

There has been ample warning of the affairs of the com- 
munity which are due for debate and decision as the town 
carves its municipal monetary allowance, along with a 
variety of other matters, such as zoning, street acceptances, 
land acquisition, ete. 

The town meeting system has been under attack in some 
quarters in recent years. Criticism includes the observation 
that it has become a tool for private interest groups, it 
allows only a minority to decide for the majority, and, in 
general, it may have been effective for colonial times but 
improper methodology for the space age. 

Well, with all its ramifications, criticisms and com- 
ments, town meeting is still the system whereby Andover 
determines its fate, and not just in monetary matters. 

This year, a glance at the warrant a legal warning to the 
inhabitants, indicates some action is due regarding the 


The proposal to rezone a parcel of land at Haverhill and 
High street into an office park classification, the town’s 
most stringent zoning category, for a group of local and area 
physicians seems advisable. 

The physicians are seeking a place to consolidate services 
for their patients, as well as placing themselves in an area 
where easy accessibility to hospitals, should they be called 
in an emergency, is available.

The Dump

[t is further generally understood that the town must 
ake positive action regarding its disposal of solid waste 
under direction of a state order. 

It is felt that the director of the department of public 
works who is also a diplomate of the American Society of 
Environmental Engineers, assures that in this dual capacity 
all matters dealing with ecology, protection of the environ- 
ment, etc. will be met and with an economical eye. 

We dislike increased expenses as much as anyone, but 
research shows that for over a decade Andover has been 
studying its dump problem. 

In the TOWNSMAN of ten years ago, a headline revealed 
the selectmen wanted a study made of land available for 
the dump site. 

In the deeade that has followed additional studies have 
been made and general agreement has been reached that we 
have a problem, but no one has seemed willing to face up to 
it until recently. 

So, it would appear that the impact of the age of ecology, 
coupled with a decade of procrastination, has led us to a 
costly rectification of the past. Let’s provide the funds and 
get on with the job at hand, 


town’s future development, such as the condominium 
issue calling for action once again. 

Regulation of the use of chlorides for winter safety is 
another issue, as well as a determination, a guideline, re- 
garding the type of housing to be made available in Andover. 

These articles are advisory in nature, but the action taken 
on them at town meeting, becomes the decision of the 
townspeople.

Mrs. William Jaquith, II, of 
Washington Park Drive, received 
a bouquet of flowers on her 
ninetieth birthday from her fel- 
low members of the Andover 
Garden Club. 

There was a special reason. 
Mrs. Jaquith is not only a Garden 
Club member who was celebrating 
a milestone birthday on Feb. 27; 
she was the first president of the 
Garden Club, when it was organized 
back in 1927. 

At that time Jane Jaquith and 
her husband, a Lawrence native, 
lived on Salem Street, at the corner 
of Holt Road. They had married 
in 1910, after meeting at a Valen- 
tine’s Party, dating, then being 
engaged for nine years, while her 
fiance was head of the household 
for his widowed mother and his 
sister. 

As if nine years wasn’t enough 
to wait, the bride-to-be put the 
wedding off from fall, 1909, to 
February 1910, because an eye 
ailment had slowed down her work 
on her trousseau. 

Mrs. Jaquith recalls with a 
smile; ‘‘In those days, a girl 
couldn’t get married until she 
had done all her embroidery. I 
told him I couldn’t possibly finish 
it up by fall, so we were married 
in my hometown, North Conway, 
N.H., in February, which is an 
awful month for a New England 
wedding!’’ 

Mrs. Jaquith insists on making 
coffee for her visitor before going 
on to say that when the Jaquiths 
moved from Lawrence to Andover 
in 1916, and bought the Salem 
Street house from Jerome Cross, 
they found they owned a large 
and beautiful garden. Jane Ja- 
quith began to spend a great deal 
of her time planning her garden. 

She says with amusement that 
thig,was absolutely no reason or 
preparation for being made presi- 
dent of the new garden club, which 
she and her friends planned 
for their amusement and interest. 


‘‘In fact, I wasn’t even there 
when it happened, which is how 
these things do seem to happen.” 

The Jaquiths had just adopted a 
baby, on very short notice, but 
she hadn’t told even her friends 
about it. She then accompanied 
her husband on a business trip 
and came home to find that the 
riew garden club had had its first 
meeting and elected her presi- 
dent. 

“IT tried to get out of it. I 
told them then for the first time 
that we had just adopted a baby; 
I couldn’t run meetings, because 
10 o’clock was time to bathe him 
and I wasn’t going to leave home 
then. But they wouldn’t take no. 
A friend of mine was vice presi- 
dent and said she would start 
the meetings for me. So that’s 
how I became president of the 
Andover Garden Club. 

In those days, she recalls, Shaw- 
sheen was just country, with a 
country store at the corner. Salem 
Street was country beyond Holt 
Road. 

The November Club was the 
prominent social gathering, but she 
was warned by a friend to dress 
informally for her first meeting 
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Mrs. William 


- a long gown, of course, but 
sleeves and a high neck; if she 
wore decollete, she would be 
frowned on by the older grande 
dames. The Andover Garden Club 
was formed by the younger women 
partly to create a less formal 
and severe social settings than 
those presided over by the grande 
dames, Mrs. Jaquith seems to 
suggest. 

The club met in homes first, 
she recalls, then in the Andover 
Inn, until it had so many members 
it outgrew the Inn, and moved to 
the Andover Country Club. 

‘‘We formed the Garden Club 
for our pleasure, but members 
have planted bulbs in front of 
Memorial Hall Library for years, 
and more recently in front of the 
Town Hall, and other plantings 
in the town. I’m all for that. 
The younger women now have kept 
it a very strong group, I think. 
Other garden clubs have formed 
and they all cooperate.” 

She remembers the town meet- 
ings of her early years in An- 
dover as being devoted to road 
building, and also schools. She 
remembers when the ‘‘road to 
Salem’? was proposed ‘‘That’s 
Route 114, now.’’ And she recalls 
that ‘‘there were always two or 
three spouters, who got on the 
floor and talked and talked.” 
Things haven’t really changed 
much, 

After her husband’s death in 
1948, Mrs. Jaquith moved to a 
house on Coolidge Road, then five 
years later agreed to the request 
of her friends the Rod Hills, that 
she rent their upstairs apartment 
of their house on Central St. Here 
she lived until Hill’s death a year 
ago, when she moved to her Wash- 
ington Park Drive Apartment. The 
apartment is green with lively 
healthy plants, and an arrange- 
ment of zinnias glows from the 
top of the highboy in her living 
room. Mrs. Jaquith regretfully 


gave up her car last year, to 
take to buses and taxis for her 
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errands and visits to friends, and 
Andover Garden Club meetings, 
‘except inbad winter weather when 
if seems a little tiring.’’
